come serious in 12 months time 
and a longer period of ex posure 
to the rav ages of the disease can 
be fatal. 
A dev elopment in the ex per­ 
ience of the state health depart­ 
m ent in this serv ice is tha t an 
av erage of two per cent of the 
persons ex amined has been dis­ 
cov ered to hav e the disease. 
Processes followed by his of­ 
fice call for a “reading” of the 
x -ray negativ es by num ber ref­ 
erence and he informed his listen­ 
ers that a qualified specialist is 
capable of recognizing the ex is­ 
tence of the disease in thirty sec­ 
onds time. 
It is c’istom ary to adv ise the 
family doctor of those who show 
indications of infection and a de­ 
term ined effort is made to iso­ 
late these cases to prev ent fur­ 
ther spread. 
It was ex plained that a portion 
of the registration card is dev ot­ 
ed to the purpose of notifying 
the person ex amined if there is 
no indication of the presence of 
the tubei culosis germ. 
Interesting to note in connec­ 
tion w ith his talk was the fact 
that tuberculosis is seldom pres­ 
ent in children under 15 years 
and also aduits ov er 50. 
Reason 
for this was ex plained by Luke 
as death would usually hav e re­ 
sulted prior to the patient reach­ 
ing his fiftieth year.
